None 
of this neutrality stuff for him.

"Shc*t- 


sighed." But his 
suit 
had beln 


made by President 
Eisenhower. 


And Vice President Nixon put the 
pockets on it. Eisenhower had de- 
fended the right of nations to be 
neutral. Nixon said such nations 
are "our moral equals." 


This 
had 
caused 
confusion 


Where did it leave those nations 
which had lined up with the United 
States 
Then 
Dulles 
apparently 


thought he'd straighten it out. In- 
stead of lessening the 
confusiij, 


ho added to it. 


On June G, a few hours before 


the House stastecl debate on Eisen- 
hower's $4,900.000.000 foreign 
aid 


bill, the President walked into his 
news conference and made a little 
speech defending the bill. He used 
no notes. 


There had 
been discontent in 


Congress over helping neutrals in 
the cold war. Then, as if urging 
Congress not to be loo harsh on 
them, Eisenhower said that' iBta 
nation stays neutral and 
is 
at- 


tacked, the world is outraged. But 
if it gets into a military alliance 
and is then attacked, the world 
may say it had what was coming 
to it, Eisenhower said. 


This was startling. The United 


States had spent much time and 
money trying to persuade nations 
in Europe and Asia to join 
mill- 


tar parts 
with his country- Was 


Eisenhower now saying they wejjp 
wrong when they joined. 
*^ 


It didn't take long for Eisenhow- 


er's White House aides to try to 
explain what he meant. A state- 
men issued the next day said that 
while Eisenhower thinks some na- 
tions are justified in toeing neutral, 
he thinks .they'd be safer 
being 


U.S. 
allies. 


That night, June 7, Nixon made 


a speech showing the same toler- 
ance toward neutrals. He tried to 
explain why they want to be ntj^- 
tral. Speaking of them, he 
said 


"we must deal with other people 
as 
our 
moral 
and 
spiritual 


equals." 


But Dulles didn't show any tol- 


erance for neutrals when he made 
a prepared speech in Iowa June 
9. He said the 42 treaties this 
country has with 
other 
nations 


"abolish, as between the 
parties, 


the principle of neutrality, which 
pretends that a nation can best 
Sain safety for itself by being % 
different to he fate of others." 


He added: "This has increasing- 


ly become an obsolete conception 
end, 
except under 
very 
unus- 


ual circumstances, it is an inn- 
moral 
and shortsighted 
concep- 


tion." 


This seemed 
like an 
absolute 


contradiction of what Eeiscnhower 
snd Nixon had 
said. 
But when 


Dulles was quizzed about it at his 
news conference Tuesday, all he 
seemed able to say was that ^ 
saw no conflict between his views 
snd Eisenhower's. Newsmen gave 
up when they asked him fatly if 
he 
agreed 
with Eisenhower and

BERLIN, Germany, (UP)—East 


Germany appears to be creating a 
tough, disciplined army completely 
loyal to the Communist regime, 
West German intelligence sources 
said today. 


They said not a single member 


of the "people's- army" has desert 
ed to the West'since the seven di- 
vision were, set up Jan. 18. 


In 
contrast, 
members 
of the 


"people's police" have been trick- 
ling across the' border into West 
Berlin and West Germany at the 
rate of nearly a dozen a day. 


Western sources here ' said 
the 


Communists are hand picking ev- 
ery member of their army from 
tried and true party members and 
then putting them through 
inten- 


sive indoctrination courses. 


In 
addition, discipline 
in the 


Army is stern and unbending. 


The new Army was drawn from 


units of the East German 
"bar- 


racks 
people's 
police" 
but 
its 


members were closely screened. 


Some units of the barracks po- 


lice still exist. 


Western observers 
pointed out 


that the barracks police and regu- 
lar police were formed from un- 
employed persons, war 
veterans 


and others who had found it dif- 
ficult? to fit into a civilian mold in 
a Communist state. 


Many of them paid only lip serv- 


ice to communism. Hundreds de? 
serted to the West after the June, 
1953 
uprising 
in 
which . many 


fought at the side of striking East 
German civilians. 


The new army can draw on 


youths who have 
been indoctri- 


nated with Communist ideology 
and loyalty since childhood in the 
11 years since East Germany went 
under the Soviet boot. 


They know of no other faith or 


loyalty than to the Red regime of 
Premier Otto Grotewohl. 


The new-army, dressed in field 


grey uniforms like those 
of the 


Nazis, paraded in East Berlin May 
1 in direct defiance of the 
four- 


power agrements on Berlin. 


Soviet 
authorities 
refused 
to 


heed Western protests. 


CAIRO, Egypt, (UP)r-The Egyp- 


ian cabinet has made it highly 
unlikely that anyone will try to re- 
nstate a monarchy in Egypt.

Container Institute of Chicago, 
said results of the 
program 


might be available to the gen- 
eral public in about five years 
and it could reduce 
prices 


somewhat. 


He said a limited amount of 


radiation could permit keeping 
some foods to a long time at 
regular refrigeration tempera- 
tures. He said the food doesn't 
become radioactive. 


Army research now 
consti- 


tutes most of the work being 
done on the 
new 
approach. 


Plans or a pilot plant capable 
of radiated food daily are in 
the works. 


A group of 10 volunteers, all* 


former conscientious objectors, 
are now on 
100 per cent 


radiated food diet at Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver. 


Capt. Pomerantz said "there 


is no difference at all in their 
behavior" when on the radiat- 
ed diet. 


He said some foods, such as 


green, leafy vegetables, fresh 
fruits and dairy products, don't 
lend themselves to the pro- 
cess. Strawberries turn white. 
Lettuce wilts and milk comes 
out with a burned taste. 


Pork products, poultry, brus- 


sel sprouts, broccoli and fish 
were termed the most promis- 
ing foodstuffs 
for 
radiation. 


Capt. Pomerantz said the pro- 
cess could introduce a "new 
but acceptable taste."
